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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Included  in  this  report  is  the  school 
organization  for  1935  -  1936  and  reports  by  the  Music  Super- 
visor and  the  School  Nurse. 

Again  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching  staff  since 
my  last  report.  I  consider  that  we  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  retain  the  services  df  our  present  teaching  force. 

There  were  70  pupils  enrolled  last  year  in  the  elementary 
schools,  which  was  just  the  name  number  enrolled  the  previous 
year.  The  attendance  for  all  schools  averaged  94.94%  of  the 
membership.  The  average  for  the  state  was  94.66%.  Eight 
pupils  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  and  all  eight  of  them 
entered  high  school.

November  11-15  was  observed  as  National  Education 
Week  in  our  schools.  In  observance  of  this  week  invitations 
were  extended  to  parents  to  visit  the  schools.  The  response  was 
excellent. 


A  school  paper — The  Echo — has  been  published  in  five  is- 
sues, by  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School.  The  Art  Exhibi- 
tion held  last  May  is  also  worthy  of  special  mention.  The 
achievement  of  the  pupils  was  outstanding. 

The  school  club  offers  opportunity  for  fine  educational  ap- 
portunities  in  school  and  encourages  worthwhile  use  of  leisure 
time  outride  of  school.  Among  the  clubs  organized  have  been 
Current  Event,  Sewing,  Book,  Stamp,  and  Literary. 

The  number  of  one  room  schools  has  been  steadily  de- 
creasing in  New  Hampshire.  This  has  been  brought  about  by 
the  desire  of  towns  to  establish  larger  and  centralized  schools 
as  soon  as  they  could  afford  to  build  the  necessary  buildings. 
We  look  forward  to  the  time  when  Atkinson  may  find  it  possi- 
ble to  replace  its  one  room  buildings  by  a  central  school. 
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Last  Spring  a  new  method  of  teaching  penmanship  was 
introduced.  Letter  forms,  slant,  and  arm  movement  are  about 
the  same  as  in  the  former  method.  The  feature  of  the  new 
plan  is  that  instruction  becomes  individual  instead  of  group. 
The  practice  \"ork  is  designed  lo  remedy  more  effectively  the 
defects  in  the  penmanship  of  t^e  individual.  After  a  word,  sen- 
tence, or  paragraph  has  been  copied  from  the  model,  it  is  an- 
alyzed by  the  eacher  for  defects.  Then  each  child  works  to 
improve  his  wnting  by  over-oroing  the  difficulty.  There  are 
awards  in  the  form  of  badges  hn  those  children  that  reach  the 
standards  set  ip  for  each  graJ-^. 

Good  teachers  are  the  first  requirements  for  effective  work 
in  education,  but  regardless  of  the  experience  and  standards  of 
the  teaching  staff,  close  and  efficient  supervision  is  required  to 
secure  satisfactory  results.  In  supervision,  the  chief  function  is 
to  farther  the  child's  learning  and  growth.  More  recent  think- 
ing in  the  field  of  education  has  been  directed  toward  the  bet- 
tering of  conditions  wh'ch  affect  learning.  Visiting  and  confer- 
ring with  teachers  is  important;  but  this  is  not  all.  The  selec- 
tion of  subject  matter  supplies  and  equipment,  the  scientific 
study  of  teaching  problems,  the  development  and  maintenance 
of  professional  spirit  and  morale  are  very  essential. 

The  policy  of  the  School  Board  in  liberally  supplying  equip- 
ment, supplies  and  text  books  is  commendable.  The  materials 
of  instruction  are  thus  i.ept  up  to  date. 

There  is  good  progress  in  the  work  of  all  our  schools.  The 
fundamentals  are  being  adequately  stressed.  To  aid  in  the  di- 
rection of  instruction  in  the  fundamentals  standardized  tests 
are  given  each  year.  Thus  we  are  able  to  determine  the  stand- 
ing of  each  class  and  individual  as  compared  with  others  in  the 
same  grade  elsewhere.  These  tests  have  another  valuable  func- 
tion— to  determine  the  points  of  weakness  in  each  pupil's  prep- 
aration, and  thus  to  guide  the  teachers  in  providing  drill  where 
most  needed.  Many  progressive  tendencies  prevail.  The  pupils 
are  developing  responsibility,  co-operation,  service    and    other 
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character  points  through  room  activities.  Individual  differences 
are  cared  for.  Creative  experiences  in  art,  dramatics,  music, 
English  expression  and  other  fields  are  fostered. 

Much  space  might  be  taken  here  in  stating  the  progress  the 
schools  are  making.  An  occasional  visit  of  an  hour  or  more 
and  a  conference  with  the  teacher  at  the  end  of  the  day  will  be 
far  more  satisfactory  to  parents  and  to  others  who  are  interested 
than  to  read  about  school  activities.  Atkinson  pupils  are  at 
work  at  least  175  days  in  the  year,  and  both  Teachers  and  Sup- 
erintendent are  only  too  glad  for  the  townspeople  to  get  better 
acquainted  first  hand  with  the  things  they  are  doing. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  teachers,  and  pupils,  to  the  School  Board  and  to  the  parents 
and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  the  loyalty  and  co-operation 
which  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  children's  progress.
